Long before I knew anything 
about the Bible I learned in his- 
tory of the statement made by 
Captain John Smith when he 
had charge of one of the early 
colonies in America. The win- 


ter was hard and many of the 


colonists were sick and some dy- 
ing. ~The Captain ruled that he 
who would not work should not 
eat, It was no new thing to me 
when I read a similar statement 
in the Bible. And Paul made it 
as rigid as Smith did. “For even 
when we were with you, this we 
commanded you, that if any 
would not work, neither should 
he eat.” (2 Thes. 3:10.) 

I do not know that this kind 
of a message is needed by those 
I am to address tonight, but it 
has been presented and there 
may be something in it for some 
one before we get through. I 
do know, however,that there is 
a tendency among some people 
to be idle and engage in light 
conversation, or talk more than 
work, when the work really 
should be done. 

But the work 1 am specially in- 
terestéd In is n6t so much what 
we term manual labor, as the 
labor in the gospel. We do not 
have enough laborers in the 
Master’s vineyard. And those 
who are thus engaged should 
keep themselve inspired and en- 
thused so they will work them- 
selves tired every day and then 
not stop when night comes. 
There is preaching and praying 
to do, and some of this should 
be done every day. One may not 
preach every day, but he must 
pray every day. 

The old year is gone and now 
we have commenced our work 
for. another year. We want to 
make the very best of it, too. 
This can be done only when it 
is set in order and systematized. 
I admit that evangelists on the 
field cannot regulate their work 
like a pastor or house-to-house 
visitor, but there is one thing 

‘they can do—they can keep 
busy enough so they will never 
be idle. There is no time to 
lose. The older I get the more I 
can see there is no time to lose. 
And I consider idle moments 
lost time. A person feels better 
to be doing something. 

Some of our ministers have 
been making apologies for not 
working last year any more 
than they did. Well, I suppose 
that is the best they can do now 
since the time has past and they 
can’t go back and do it over. 
But how much better would 
they feel if they had put in their 
full time so they would not feel 
it necessary to make apologies. 
Many of these have promised to 
do better this year. That is 
right, I am glad for the promise, 

~ and I hope they will not be hin- 

dered in their purpose. _ 
I do not ask any to work more 

hours a day thanIdo; and I 

hardly expect many to do this 
much. But surely eight hours 
in every twenty four is enough 
to sleep, and this gives fifteen 
hours for work and one to eat. 

If one can do real effective work 
twelve hours a day he does well, 
but surely every hour of the

Paul says, 
“examine yourselves, whether 
ye be in the faith.” If you are 
cooling off there is a cause for 
it. The cause must be removed 
or you will soon be dull, cold, 
and hard. If you find you are 
not ag much interested in the 
Lord’s work as formerly you can 
know by this that there is some- 
thing out of order. A first class 
bright experience always makes 
a worker. You show me a pro- 
fessor of religion that is not a 
worker and fll show you one 
that does not have a first class 
experience of religion. os 


We want every member to be 
full of the Spirit and anxious to 
do something for the Lord. We 
cannot expect every member to 
be adapted to teaching a Sun- 
day-school class, neither do we 
expect all to be preachers, but 
every one can do something. And

When I used to 
farm I wanted to get as much 
work done as possible. I could 
scarcely take time to get a drink 
of water, because if I did I would 
lose that much time. Cold 
weather did not stop me, neither 
did I stop for hot weather. The 
work had to go on all the time 
or I would get behind. - 

Well do I remember of plowing 
corn. When I would get to the 
end of the row I did not stop 
to rest a minute. I knew that 
one minute’s stop would call for 
another, and I must get my 
number of rows done each half 
day, and to do that I could 
lwaste no time. Well, I feel 
doubly. obligated now, And I 
want every body else to feel that 
way. The end is nearly here. 
The work is exceedingly great. 
A good deal of the time I carry 
in. my bosom a feeling that I 
can only describe by comparing 
it with one of our old tinfe rope 
or pole swings. The swing was 
usually from sixteen to eight- 
een feet long and we would 
often swing above level on eith- 
er side.

It looks 
frightful to me, The thoughts 
of such a low grade of religion is 
almost more than I can bear. 
I have heard people say they 
wanted to keep their lights 
burning. I guess that.is. very} 
good, but that is too low a grade 
of religion for the Chureh of 
God people. They must be ahead 
of that. Those people will be 
sleeping or, as I term it, lazily 
dreaming, and waiting, as if 
there wag nothing much to do. 
1 want all of our people to be 
a long way ahead of that kind 
of experience. I want you to 
aspire to the-very highest 
heights in the realm of spirit- 
uals. 

This is to be a great year for 
work. Thousands of people are 
on tiptoe about this-year. There 
is truly something in the wind, 
The harvest is fully ripe and 
the golden grain must be gath- 
ered in. Some body must be 
busy. The burden of the work 
will fall upon a few beéeause so 
many are not interested. We 
want a greater number fo be- 
come more interested. What 
will it take to accomplish this? 
Big revivals among the mem- 
bers, so they will constantly car- 
ry a bright, glowing, fiery ex- 
perience. And when they all 
have this wonderful experience 
the work will be done, and there 
will be lots of it.done, too, and 
a good grade of it. 


Some One has said; “We want 
quality, rather than quantity.” 
That will do to say, but I notice 
these very fellows love to be able 
to report large quantities. In 
my judgment, quality and quan- 
tity are both desirable. The 
day of Pentecost brought down 
the thousands, and multitudes 
became greatly enthused about 
the spread of the glorious gospel 
immediately. Persecutions arose 
and the fire spread more rapidly 
than ever, The men could not 
stay at home. They “went every- 
where.” The pentecostal fire 
burned in their hearts so fer- 
vently that the only rest they 
could get was while they were 
on the go, go, go! 

Philip hurried off to Samaria, 
and gota big revival started, 
and when Peter and John got 
over there he hurried off to tell 
the glad news to a messenger 
that would carry it away down 
into Africa. In a little while 
Paul and others were away over 
in Burope kindling .the fire over 
there,and Peter and others were 
going in every direction. They 
did great work that never has 
been lost. And the same kind 
of good earnest fiery work will 
always make a good showing. 

I often think of the fire that 
was kindled in the Bahama Is- 
lands by Brother R. M. Evans 
and his faithful wife. They were 
already over there when we ar- 
rived, and were prepared to give 
us some instructions when we 
got over there that was valuable 
to us. Then we made trips to 
the other islands and kindled the 
fire at places where it is still 
burning. 

I put in two or three weeks 
each year for three successive 
years in Mississippi before 
the fire got a good start. 
but finally it got a good 
there are 
churches and churches and more 
than a thousand members. The 
revivals are still in progress and 
hundreds are getting the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost like they did 
on the day of Pentecost. And 
this year bids fair to be the 
greatest year for the spread of 
the fire in Mississippi, of any in 
the past. Some false teaching 
caught a few of our people down 
there a litt'e while. but they are 
seeing their mistake now and 





coming back all right again. 
O, beloved, we have com- 





menced the work in earnest al- 
ready, and we must keep the fire 
in a blaze the entire year. My 
hones seem to be thrilled with 
it as I deliver this midnight mes- 
sage. I can hardly hold myself 
steady now. I find my feet mov- 
ing with anxiety. My head re- 
fuses to be still. My soul is thrill- 
ed. Hallelujah! I feel something 
| gathering in my breast! It seems 
to be rising. I feel like running 
down the street aad setting the 
holy fire to blazing at every 
house. 

I wonder how some people can 
de gO easy and unconcerned. No 
interest_in Sunday-school. Do 
not have family worship. No 
thanks or blessing at the table. 
No energy. No zeal. No life in 
their bones. No burning sen- 
sation about them. I know that 
if they could only feel like I feel 
this minute, they could not be as 
easy and careless as they seem 
to be now. I want this blaze of 
fire that is in me now to blaze 
in you. I declare, if it gets in 
you as strong as it is in me you 
will be sure to move up a notch 
or two. 

I wonder what this means, 
who needs to be stirred?) Who 
istthis message for? I do not 
know, but I do know it is pour- 
ing out of my soul so hot that 
it seems to burn as it goes. I 
want it to burn you ag it is burn- 
ing me, I tell you, things must 
move this year. I’m not the only 
one that feels the flame. There 
are thousands of them. Get 
these flames together and what 
a fire it will make! The preach- 
ers must all haye it. Their work 
will not be what it should be 
without it. And if the preachers 
all have it this world will feel 
the effects of it. 

Yes, we have commenced, and 
we must keep it up for a solid 
twelve months. Bvery day must 
count. double what we expect. 
God can do for us exceeding 
abundantly above what we can 
ask or think, then why should 
I hesitate to say it! Every day 
must be full. Beloved, don’t 
lose an hour of this precious 
ime, 

Tell the people to hurry up 
and get saved while they have 
the opportunity! The last call 
has come! It ig sounding loudly, 
and many are taking heed to its 
blast. This is encouraging. 
Thank the Lord! Keep up the 
blaze we have here tonight and 
it is going to accomplish some- 
thing. I hope it will never end 
I want you all to feel it so bad I 
can hardly stop, I want it in 
every one of vou. I want it to 
catch from you to others. Burn! 
Burn! Pentecostal fire burn into 
multitudes! Don’t stop but burn! 
Burn everywhere!

“And he spake a parable unto 
them to this end, that men 
ought always to pray, and not 
to faint.” Luke 18:1. “Pra 
without ceasing.” 1 Thes. 5:17. 

Sometimes we get discourag- 
ed and don’t pray like we ought 
to. We don’t pray enough. The 
Bible says, “Pray without ceas- 
ing” and “Men ought always to 
pray, and not to faint.’””"When we 
pray we must believe we are go- 
ing to get an answer to our 
prayer. “Therefore 1 say unto 
you, What things soever ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe that 
ye receive them, and ye shall 
have them.” Mark 11:24. 

“And I say unto you, Ask, 
and it shall be given you, seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it 
shall be opened unto you. For 
every one. that asketh receiveth;

Prayer—A solemn addresg to 
the supreme being. There was 
a time in the history of the 
world when man did not have 
the privilege of communing 
with God, but instead he was 
under a leader who prayed to 
God. The ple made — their 
wants known to their leader 
and he went to God in prayer in 
their behalf. When there was 
no leader the people made them 
idols to pray to. 

Since the fall of man there 
hag been a longing desire, a 
hungering and thirsting after 
something. God created man 
to worship, serve and honor 
Him, but that awful tragedy, 
the first sin in the garden of 
Eden, disfranchised him of the 
privilege of communing with 
God. “So he. drove out the 
man.” Gen. 3:24. The veil was 
dropped and man was on the 
outside, shut-out from God. 
Thus he remained ag far as the 
privilege of communing with 
God for himself for about four 
thousand and thirty-six years— 
till Jesus offered Himself a sac- 
rifice on the cross-and yielded 
up the ghost. Matt. 27:45-51.
